Provide more certain and economic Means for 
transferring and otherwise dealing with certain 
Lands in Ireland. 



r HEREAS an Act was passed in the Session of Parliament Preamble, 
holden in the Twenty -first and Twenty-second Years of 
the Reign of Her present Majesty, intituled “ An Act 
“ to facilitate the Sale and Transfer of Land in Ireland : ” And 
5 whereas Titles to Land which, by the Operation of the said recited 
Act, have been cleared from Doubts and Complexities, are liable to 
be again involved hi like Doubts and Complexities when dealt with 
under the existing Law relating to the conveyancing of Estates and 
Interests in Land ; and it is desirable to remove such Liability, and 
10 to provide more certain and economic Means for transferring and 
otherwise dealing with such Lands : Be it therefore enacted by the 
Queen’s most Excellent Majesty, by and with the Advice and 
Consent of the Lords Spiritual and Temporal, and Commons, in this 
present Parliament assembled, and by the Authority of the same, 

15 as follows : 



JPrelimmary . 

1. This Act may be cited for all Purposes as “ The Recording Short Title. 
“ of Titles Act, Ireland,” and shall extend to Ireland only. Limitation.

2. In. the Construction and for the Purposes of this Act, and in 
all Instruments, purporting to he made or executed thereunder, (if 
not inconsistent with the Context and Subject Matter,) the following 
Terms shall hear the respective Meanings set against them : 

“Land” shall include and extend to Manors, Advowsons, Rec- 5 
tories, Messuages, Tithes, Lands, Tenements, Rents, Annuities, 
or Sums of Money charged on Lands and Hereditaments of 
any Tenure, or any Estate or Interest therein, partial, deriva- 
tive, or otherwise, and whether such be held as Ereehold or 
Chattel or held by Lease, or whether subject to any Eee-farm 10 
or perpetual Rent, with or without the Condition of Re-entry 
for securing the same, or otherwise, or whether corporeal or 
incorporeal, and whether a divided or undivided Share : 

“ Estate ” shall include and extend to an Estate in Equity as 
well as at Law, and to an Equity of Redemption, and to the 15 
Benefit of any Covenant or Contract for or Right of Renewal, 
and whether this Land be held in Eee Simple or for any lesser 
Estate, or held by Lease : 

" Owner,” as applied to Land, shall include any Person bene- 
ficially intitled in possession to an Estate in Eee Simple or 20 
Eee Tail, or for any lesser, partial, or derivative, or other Estate, 
Ereehold or Chattel, at Law or in Equity, or any Person 
entitled to such Estate as a Trustee : 

« Person or Owner” shall extend to a Body Politic or Corporate 
as well as to an Individual : 25 

“ The Recorder of Titles ” shall mean and include as well “ The 
Recorder of Titles ” as also any “ Assistant Recorder of Titles ” 
under this Act : 

“ Instrument ” shall mean and include any Declaration of Title, 
Conveyance, Assurance, Deed, Map, Plan, Will, Probate, or 80 
Exemplification of Will, or any other Document in Writing, - 
relating to the Transfer or other Dealing with Land, or evidencing 
Title thereto : 

The describing any Person as Owner, Transferor, Transferee, 
Mortgagor, Mortgagee, Chargor, Chargee, Encumbrancer, En- 35 
cumbrancee, Lessor or Lessee, or as Trustee, or as seised of - 
having or taking any Estate or Interest in any Land, shall be 
deemed to include the Hens, Executors, Administrators, and 
Assigns of such Person : 

And generally, unless the contrary shall appear from the Context, 40 
every Word importing the Singular Number only shall extend 
to several Persons or Things, and every Word importing the 
Plural Number shall apply also to One Person or Thing, and 
every Word importing the Masculine Gender only shall extend 
to aEemale; and whenever a Eorm in any Schedule hereto 45 
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is directed to be used, sucb Direction shall apply equally to 
any Dorm to the like Effect which for the same Purpose may 
be authorized in conformity with the Provisions of this Act, 
and any Variation from such Eorm, not being in Matter of 
5 Substance, shall not affect its Validity or Regularity, but 
it may be used with such Alterations as the Character of 
the Parties, or the Circumstances of the Case, may render 
necessary. 

3 . So much of the said recited Act of the Twenty-first and Repeal of 
10 Twenty-second Years of Her Majesty as authorizes the Registration rizing^he 0 ' 
and filing in the Office for the Registry of Deeds in Ireland of any Registration 
Conveyance or Declaration of Title by the Landed Estates Court, fa r ^they°

5 . The Recorder of Titles, the Conveyancer, the Assistant Appoint-

Officers and Clerks of the said Establishment shall be appointed by Office, 
the Lord Lieutenant of Ireland.

35 the Assistant Recorder, and the Assistant Conveyancer shall hold 
their Offices diming good Behaviour, subject to be removed by the 
joint Order of the Judges of the Landed Estates Court, with the 
Sanction of the Lord Lieutenant of Ireland, for some reasonable 
4 Q Cause in such Order expressed ; and all other Officers and Clerks 
of the said Establishment shall hold their Offices during Pleasure,

Titles (Ireland). 

6 No Officer of tile said Establishment shall he capable of being 
elected or of sitting as a Member of the House of Commons, or 
shall during the Term of his holding suoh Office, directly or indi- 
rectly practise as a Barrister or Attorney, or participate in the Eees 
of any other Person so practising. 

7 . There shall be paid, out of Monies to be provided by Parlia- 
ment, to the Officers and others who may be appointed under the 
Provisions of this Act, such Sums of Money or Salaries, at such 
Times and in such Manner as the Commissioners of Her Majesty's 
Treasury shall approve, upon the Recommendation of the Judges 10 
of the Landed Estates Court, with the Approval of the Lord Lieu- 
tenant of Ireland. 

8. Accounts shall be kept of all Sums of Money received and 
paid' hi the said Office, in such Manner as the Judges of the Landed 
Estates Court shall from Time to Time direct ; and the Balance, 16 
if any, shall be paid into the Consolidated Bund, or to such Account, 

at such Times, and in such Manner as the Commissioners of Her 
Majesty’s Treasury, shall from Time to Time appoint. 

9 There shall be paid and payable in the said Office the several 
Eees only which are specified in the Third Schedule hereto, and no 20 
other Ee'e or Eees whatsoever: Provided always, that it shall be 
lawful for the Commissioners of Her Majesty’s Treasury to reduce, 
alter or vary the said Eees, or any of them, to the Intent that the 
same shall be justly apportioned, and that no greater Eees shall be 
charged than will amount to a Sum sufficient to discharge the 26 
Expenses of the said Office. 

10 . The following Buies shall be observed with respect to the 
Collection of Eees payable under this Act : 

1. All such Eees shall be received by Stamps denoting the 

Amount of Eees payable, and not in Money : 30 

2. When any Eee is payable [in respect of any Instrument, a 

Stamp denoting the Amount of Eee shall be affixed to such 
Instrument : 

3. The Commissioners of Inland Revenue shall provide everything 

that is necessary for the Collection of the Monies hereby 35 
directed to he paid by Stamps. 

11 The several Acts for the Time being in force relating to 
Stamps under the Care or Management of the Commissioners of 
Inland Revenue shah apply to the Stamps to be provided m pur- 
suance of this Act, and to any Instrument on which such Stamps 40 

may 
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may be impressed, and to collecting and seeming the Sums of 
Money denoted by Stamps, and to preventing, detecting, and 
punishing all Frauds, Forgeries, and other Offences relating thereto, 
as fully as if such Provisions had been herein repeated and specially 
5 enacted with reference to the said last-mentioned Stamps and Sums 
of Money respectively. 

12. The Oath following shall be taken before One of the Judges of 
the Landed Estates Court, by every Recorder of Titles and Assistant 
Recorder, before entering upon the Execution of his Office under 

10 this Act : 

£ A. B. do solemnly swear, That I will faithfully and to the best 

‘ of my Ability, execute and perform the Office and Duties of 

c [Recorder of Titles or Assistant Recorder], in accordance with 
‘ the Provisions of “ The Lands Titles (Ireland) Act.” 

15 ‘ So help me GOD.’ 

13. The Recorder of Titles shall have and use a Seal of Office, 
and eveiy Instrument bearing the Imprint of such Seal, and pur- 
porting to be signed or issued by the Recorder of Titles or by any 
Assistant Recorder, shall be received in Evidence in all Courts of 

20 Law and Equity, and shall be deemed to be signed or issued by 
or under the Direction of Recorder of Titles, without further Proof, 
unless the contraiy be shown. 

14. The Recorder of Titles may exercise the following Powers : 

(1.) He may administer Oaths, or may take a statutory Declara- 

25 tion in lieu of administering an Oath : 

(2.) He may, with Consent of a Judge of the Landed Estates 
Court, correct Errors in Declarations of Title and other 
Instruments, or in the Record Book, or in Entries made 
therein respectively, and may supply Entries omitted to 
30 be made under the Provisions of this Act ; provided 

always, that in the Correction of any such Error he shall 
not erase or render illegible the original Words, and shall 
affix the Date on which such Correction was made or 
Entry supplied, with his Initials ; and every Instrument 
35 so corrected, and every Entry so corrected or supplied, shall 

have the like Validity and Effect as if such Error had 
not been made or such Entry omitted, except as regards 
any Entry made in the Record Book prior to the actual 
Time of correcting the Error or supplying the omitted 
40 Entry : 

(3.) He may, with Consent of a Judge of the Landed Estates 
Coiu-t, enter Caveat on behalf of any Person who shall be 
under the Disability of Infancy, Coverture, Lunacy,

behalf of Her Majesty, Her Heirs or Successors, to prohibit 
the Transfer or Healing with any Land belonging or

15. The Judges of the Lauded Estates Court may exercise the 15 
following Powers : 

(1.) They may from Time to Time, after Conference with the 
Recorder of Titles, mate General Orders prescribing the 
Eorrns of Contract and other Instruments necessary for 
carrying out the Provisions of this Act, and for the 20 
Conduct of Business under this Act ; and such General 
Orders shall he of the same Eorce as if enacted by Par- 
liament; they may from Time to Time he rescinded, 
added to, amended, or altered in like Manner ; and the 
Recorder of Titles shall not receive nor act upon any 25 
Instrument except in accordance with such Orders and 
with the Provisions herein contained : 

(2.) In any Case involving a Question of Pact in connexion with 
the Administration of this Act, they may direct an Issue 
to be tried in such Court as they may appoint. 30

18 . Every “Conveyance” and every “Declaration of Title” 
granted by the said Court on or after the Day on which this Act 
5 shall come into operation shall be in Duplicate, and shall contain 
a Map of the Land included therein, or shall refer by Number or 
Symbol to a Map of such Land deposited in the Lands Titles Office, 
and shall be forwarded to the Becorder of Titles, to be by him 
recorded and issued. 

10 19 . Every Map contained in any “ Conveyance ” or " Declaration 

of Title” deposited in the Lands Titles Office for the Purposes of 
this Act shall be upon such Scale as the Judges of the Landed 
Estates Court may appoint, and shall indicate the County, the 
Barony, the Townland, City, or Town, and, in the Case of a City or 
IB Town, the Parish in which the Lands referred to are situated, accord- 
ing to the Designations given in the Ordnance Maps of Ireland, 
and shall in other respects be conformed to such P ec ulations as the 
said Judges may appoiut. 

20 . Every Declaration of Title issued by the Recorder of Titles 
20 pursuant to the Provisions hereiu-after contained shall be in Dupli- 
cate in the Eorm A. of the Second Schedule hereto, and sha ll 
contain or refer to a Map, in accordance with the Provisions herein- 
before contained. 

21 . The Recorder of Titles shall keep a Book, herein-affcer called 
25 “the Record,” and shall bind up therein One Original of each 

Conveyance and of each Declaration of Title granted by the said 
Court, or which shall be issued by him as herein-after prescribed ; 
and upon any “ Conveyance” or “Declaration of Title ” so granted 
being marked by the Recorder of Titles, with the Volume and 
30 Polium of the Record in which it is so embodied, every Estate or 
Interest comprised thereunder shall be deemed and taken to be 
recorded under the Provisions of this Act; and every Transfer, 
Incumbrance, Dealing, Transmission, or Matter affecting any Estate 
or Interest in any Land under the Provisions of this Act shall be 
35 deemed and taken to be recorded upon Entry of Memorandum 
thereof by the Recorder of Titles upon the Eolium of the Record 
appropriated to such Land. 

22 . Every Memorandum entered in the Record shall indicate 
the Land affected thereby, the Nature of the Transaction or Matter, 

40 the Names and Descriptions of the Parties, and shall refer by

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Number or Symbol to the Instrument of Contract or other Authority 
for recording the same, and shall be signed by the Recorder. 

23. Estates and Interests in Land, and all Incumbrances, Deal- 
ings and Matters affecting the same, shall take Priority among 
themselves according to the Order of Time in which they are 5 
recorded, and shall have Priority over all other Estate or Interest 
whatsoever ; and the Person named in such Record as seised ol, 
taking, or owning any Estate or Interest shall be deemed the 
recorded Owner thereof.

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24. Tile recorded Owner of any Land, Estate, or Interest under 10 
the Provisions of this Act shall, except in the Case of actual Eraud, 
and except as is hereiu-after provided, hold the same subject to such 
Incumbrances, Tenancies, Eights of Common, or other Easements, 
Leases and Under-leases, as may be expressed or notified m the 
Eolium of the .Record appropriated to such Land, but discharged 15 
from an former and other Estates, Bights, Titles, and Encum- 
brances whatsoever, of Her Majesty, Her Heirs and Successors, 
and of all other Persons whomoever : Provided always, that nothing 
herein contained shall prejudice or affect any Holding for a Term 
of Tears not exceeding Three, or any Bentoharge in lieu of Tithes, 20 
Crownrent or Quitrent, charged upon or issuing out of any Land, 
or anv Charge made by virtue of an Act passed in the Sixth Year 
of Her Majesty, intituled “An Act to promote the Drainage of 
“ Land and Improvement of Navigation and Water Power in con- 
i' nexion with such Drainage in Ireland,” and the Acts amending 25 
the same or by virtue of an Act passed in the Ninth Year of Her 
Majesty,’ intituled “An Act to iaeOitate the Improvement of 
“ Landed Property in Ireland,” unless it shall he expressed m such 
Eolium that the Land therein described bas been discharged of all 
Crown Bents, Quit Bents, or Charges under the said Acts, or either 30 
of tliem, by tlie Landed Estates Court. 

25. It shall bo lawful for the Landed Estates Court, upon Proof 
to then- Satisfaction, to cancel any Eecord of Ownership, if obtained 
by actual Eraud, or if derived from a fraudulent Owner otherwise 
than bona fide for valuable Consideration ; saving always, however, 3B 
any Ownership recorded upon Purchase, Mortgage, or other Dealing 
bona fide for Value, from or with a Person fraudulently recorded as 
Owner, or from or with a Person deriving by Transmission or other- 
wise from or through a Person fraudulently recorded as Owner. 

26. No Person not cognisant of Eraud, contracting or dealing 40 
with, or taking or proposing to take for valuable Consideration, a 
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Transfer or Incumbrance from the recorded Owner of any Estate or 
Interest, shall he required or in any Manner concerned to inquire 
or ascertain the Circumstances in, or the Consideration for which, 
such recorded Owner or any previous Owner of the Estate and 
5 Interest in question is or was recorded, or to see to the Application 
of the Purchase Money, or any Part thereof, or shah be affected by 
Notice, direct or constructive, of any Trust or unrecorded Interest, 
any Pule of Law or Equity to the contrary notwithstanding ; and 
the Knowledge that any such Trust or unrecorded Interest is in 
10 existence shall not of itself be imputed as Eraud. 

27. In any Suit for specific Performance brought by a recorded Recorded 
Owner of any Land under the Provisions of this Act against a Person for specific 18 
who may have contracted to purchase such Land, not having Notice Perform- 
of any Eraud or other Circumstance which, according to the Provi- ance3 ‘ 

15 sions of this Act, would affect the Eight of the Vendor, the 
recorded Conveyance, Declaration of Title, or Certificate of recorded 
Ownership shall be held in every Court of Law or Equity to be 
conclusive Evidence that such recorded Owner has a good and valid 
Title to the Land, and for the Estate or Interest therein mentioned 
20 or described, and shall entitle such recorded Owner to a Decree for 
the specific Performance of such Contract. 

28. No Entry in such Pecord as aforesaid shall be set aside or informality

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30. Instruments of Contract for transferring, incumbering, or 
otherwise dealing witli Lands under the Provisions of this Act shall 
he in such Eorm as may he authorized by the Lauded Estates Court, 
and shall set forth the Nature of the Estate or Interest intended to he 
created or dealt with, and, except in Cases when Declaration oi Title is 
required as lierein-al'tor provided, or when endorsed upon the Instru- 
ment evidencing the Title of the recorded Owner, shall he in Dupli- 
cate, and shall, for Descript ion of the Land, refer to the Tolium of the 
Eecord constituted by the Conveyance or Declaration of Title thereof; 
and when Portion only of the Land included in such Eolium is m- ru 
tended to he dealt with, shall accurately describe such Portion, and

31. Every Covenant and Power to he implied hi any Instrument 20 
by virtue of this or any other Act may he negatived or modified by 
express Declaration in such Instrument ; and in any Declaration in 
an Action for Breach of any such Covenant the Covenant alleged 
to he broken may he set forth, and it shall he lawful to allege 
that the Party against whom such Action is brought did so -d> 
covenant precisely in the same Manner as if such Covenant had 
been expressed in Words in such Instrument, any Law or Practice 
to the contrary notwithstanding ; and every such implied Covenant 
shall have the same Porce and Effect, and he enforced in the same 
Manner, as if it had been set out at length in such Instrument ; and 30 
where any Instrument in accordance with the Provisions of this Act 
is executed by more Parties than One, such Covenants as are by 
this Act declared to he implied in Instruments of the like Nature 
shall he construed to he several, and not to bind the Parties jointly. 

32 Whenever Memorandum of any Dealing or Matter has been 85 
entered in the Eecord, a like Memorandum shall be entered upon 
the Duplicate Conveyance, Declaration of Title, or otlier.Instmment 
evidencing the recorded Ownership of the Estate or Interest dealt 
with or affected by such Memorandum ; and a Certificate of the

33. Instruments of Contract, if attested by One Witness, shall be 
held to he duly attested, and the Execution thereof may he proved, 
if the Parties executing the same be resident in the United Kingdom, 
10 then before a Notary Public, Justice of the Peace, or a Commissioner
